Sept. 1.—Referring to the famous McClatchy letter 


of Hiram Johnson, senior Senator from California, an editorial-page 
article in the New York World of this morning says: 


Mr. Hiram Johnson 
has written himself to his undoing. 
He has . like the beggar 
in his rags, exhibited his sores in 
the market place. Alas for man's 
inhumanity to man! No aims 
drop into his uplifted hands. Not 
even a word of compassion to 
soothe hie sufferings. .. . 

“The pity is, we do not know 
what to do with it. We want to 
help Mr. Johnson, we should like 
to anoint his sores and bind up his 
wounds, but who can wrestle 
against fate? Only a few short 
weeks ago Mr. Johnson was mar- 
shalling his hosts for the coming 
battle. He was the pride and the 
hope of the serried legions of Iso- 
lation. Mr. Harding had furnished 
him with an issue that again was 
to fire the patriotic heart and 
make even the supine rise to that 
clarion call. Once more liberty— 
liberty, what political bunk has 
been spilied in thy name!—was 
threatened. The superstate was 
assuming shape—a most horrifying 
and terrific shape—and black ruin 
loomed. The sacred birthright of 
the fathers was to be bartered for 
a mess of World Court. Senator 
Moses had cast his mantle about 
Senator Johnson. Senator John- 
son’s disciples to the number of

CALIFORNIA NEEDLES 
RECORD EARTHSHOCK 


OBSERVATORIES IN THREE 
PLACES SENSITIVE 
TO TEMBLORS 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

SAN JOSE, Sept. 1.—Earth- 
shocks of severe proportions with 
the epicenter approximately 6000 
miles east or west of this city were 
recorded last evening by Lick Ob- 
servatory on Mt. Hamilton and 
by the observatory of the Univer- 
sity of Santa Clara. 

According to Lick Observatory, 
the first shock was recorded at 
ten minutes and thirty-two seconds 
after 7 o’clock and the most severe 
shock at ten seconds after 7:30 
o'clock. The duration of the shock 
was about three and one-half 
hours. The most pronounced rec- 
ord on the Santa Clara seismo- 
graph was six millimetres on the 
east-west component. 


BERKELEY, Sept. 1.—The seis- 
mograph of the University of Call- 
fornia recorded a very severe 
earthquake starting at ten min- 
utes-and sixteen seconds after 7 
o'clock last night, and lasting for 
three hours and fifty minutes.

Wake of Earthshock 


Scenes in Japanese Cities Stricken by Earthquake and Fire 


TOKIO MODERN 
CITY OF ORIENT 


Japanese Capital is Similar 
to Occidental Places

Tokio, the capital of Japan, with 


largest cities. Conditions in it ap- 
proximate more nearly the crowded 
conditiéns of occidental cities 
and their architectural develop- 
ment than any other of Japan's 
cities. 

Until the restoratio the city 
was called Yedo and it 6 the 
capital of Japan only in compara- 
tively recent years, the old capital 
being Kioto, not distant. It 
is perhaps the city of Ja best 
known to visitors from e occi- 
dental countries, is one of the 
principal railway centers of the 
empire and around it are numer- 
ous suburbs and pleasure gardens. 

The celebrations of the pic- 
turesque festivals for which Japan 
is noted are unusually brilliant in 
Tokio. Great numbers of temples, 
Imperial Palace buildings, impos- 
ing business structures after the 
western model“ modern railway 
buildings and industrial plants 
along most model lines are located 
in the city.

Bach 
of these has been seized upon. as 
an opportunity for widening streets 
and making other improvements, 

Of districts in which the flames 
are reported making headway, 
Kanda is a ward of thecity prop- 
er, northeast of the Imperial Pal- 
ace, which is in the approximate 
center of the city; Hongo is in 
the extreme northern part of the 
city, in the hilly section; Asakusa 
and Shitaya are contiguous to the 
first two. Fukugawa is southward 
of Hongo, on ground reclaimed 
from marshes and is much cut 
with canals; and Shinagawa is a 
suburban town of 21,000, between 
Yokohama and Tokio. 


YOKOHAMA GREAT PORT 


Yokohama, situated on Tokio 
Bay, is one of the oldest and most 
important of Japanese ports. Ow- 
ing to an expansion of its munici- 
pal limits in 1901 it comprises not 
only the more modern Yokohama 
proper, but the much older town 
of Kanagawa. It was the scene of 
the reception of Commodore Perry, 
the American naval officer, whose 
visit to the island empire first 
brought it into touch with modern 
civilization. 

The city’s prominence is almost 
solely due to the fact that it is the 
principal point of entry and de- 
parture for Japanese commerce 
with other nations. It also serves 
as the port of the capital, Tokio, 
from which it is eighteen miles 
distant. 

The city is divided into two 
nearly equal parts, the western 
half being known before the abo- 
lition of extraterritoriaNty as the 
“foreign settlement.” he native 
portion is compactly built of low 
houses with tile roofs. Beyond 
the plain on which the principal 
portion of the city is bullt rises a 
cirele of low hills called “The 
Bluff,” which is thickly dotted 
with handsome foreign villas and 
dwelling houses. 

The harbor is much 
but has been improved ’ 
The main protective works are two 
breakwaters, aggregating 12,000 
feet in length, separated by an en- 
trance 650 feet in width. Its area 
is slightly over 1300 acres. Very 
considerable dry docks and ship- 
ping works occupy positions on 
the water front. 


CHIEF STORE IN CITY - 


The Mitsukoshi store, where fire 
broke out after today’s earthquake, 
ia the principal department store 
of Tokio and the building it oceu- 
pies is one of the most notable in 
the city. The establishment in 
size and Variety of merchandise 
display is comparable to a large 
American store.

Law Giving Parole 


Feels Auto is Responsible for 
Crime Increase 


The tendency in some quarters 
to pathize with criminals 
doesn't appeal to Maclay Hoyne of 
Chicago, former State's Attorney 
of Cook county, who is visiting 
Los Angeles, staying at the Alex- 
andria. 

Mr. Hoyne held the position of 
public prosecutor in the country's 
second largest city for eight years, 
during which period he won a 
reputation that inspired terror in 
the hearts of the evildoers there. 
His last achievement, just before 
retiring from office, was the con- 
viction of twenty radicals, who 
were sent to the penitentiary but 
were afterward pardoned by Gov. 
Small of Illinois. | 

“All this talk about showing 
leniency to crooks, giving them 
another chance and treating them 
as persons suffering from disease, 


“if I had my way I would re- 
peal every parole and indetermi- 


books. When a man commits a 
crime and incurs the penalty he 
justly deserves, a great aggregation 
of sentimentalists invariably give 
vent to loud cries for sympathy. 
They forget all about the crimi- 
nal’s victims and one never hears 
a voice raised in their behalf.” 


FOSTERING CRIMB 


In the former prosecutor's opin- 
ion this sentiment fosters crime. 
It defeats the purpose of law, he 

“What's to deter a man 
from committing a crime that may 
carry a penalty of fifteen years, 
when he is moraliy certain that 
he will be paroled within less than 
a year?” he asked. 

“We have had cases of that kind 
in TIilinois and they are common in 
every part of the country today. 
In my opinion a man convicted of 
crime should suffer the full penalty 
imposed by law. Whatever neces- 
sity for leniency there might be in 
any special case could be amply 


of the trial judge.” | 
The prevalence of grime is not 
decreasing, in the opinion of Mr. 
Hoyne, but rather the reverse. He 
holds the automobile responsible 
in considerable measure. 

in the history of the 
country was there such a number 
of daylight robberies of banks as 
at the present time?” he asked. 
“The swift car makes it possible 
for the bandits to make a speedy 
get-away. And the auto plays an 
important part in the commission 
of many other crimes.”

“Criminals are found among all 
classes of people,” he said, “but 
perhaps the greater number de- 
velop among the uneducated and 
those brought up in an unfavorable 
environment. It has been my ob- 
servation that the majority f 
desperate criminals are arda 
addicts.” 

In Giscussing the effect of pro- 
hibition on crime, Mr. Hoyne said: 

“Some people have a notion that 
the violation of a sumptuary law, 
such as the prohibition law, does 
not constitute a crime. I don't 
agree with them. I regard the vio- 
lation of the Volstead law a crime, 
to the same extent as that of any 
other law whose transgression in- 
volves a penalty. And we all know 
that it is violated every day with 
impunity. | 

FEWER CASES 

“On the other hand, it must be

Then, he said, the man 
warned him to keep quite until 
he had gotten out of sight, and

Miss Tompkins called the lice, 
and a check-up of the 1 
funds was begun at once. A few 
minutes later she announced to 
newspaper 
been no robbery. She explained 
that Talbot must have been suffer- 
ing from some mental lapse, dur- 
— which he imagined that he was 
robbed. 


But police were not satisfied with 
this explanation, and Captain of 
Detectives J. B. Worley took Tal- 
bot to headquarters and questioned 
him further. Capt. Worley then 
announced that Talbot had con- 
-feased to conducting a fake hold- 


up, and had implicated Kelly, his 


friend, who was arrested at once. 


ASSERTED OONFESSION 

According to Capt. Worley, Tal- 
bot finally made the following con- 
fession: 

A few days ago his friend came 
to him, saying that he was in 
danger of financial ruin unless he 
could get $5900 at once. Talbot 
then told him to make out a check 
on an eastern bank, for the re- 
quired amount, and accepted it at 
the bank, paying Kelly the $5900. 

In the course of time the check 
came back, marked “No funds.” 
Then Talbot told police that he 
took $5900 from the bank's funds, 
and gave it to Kelly. He said Kelly 
bought bonds with the second sum, 
and gave it to the bank to cover 
the amount of the check. 

But when yesterday came, and he 
was unable to cover the deficit, 
Capt. Worley quotes Talbot as say- 
ing that he had to devise some way 
of explaining the shortage, as the 
monthly audit was being made. 
The hold-up story was the conse- 
quence. 

Talbot lives at 805 Gardena ave- 
nue and is 25 years of age. Kelly 
lives at 204% Ximeno avenue and 
ie 31 years of age.

University Extension Plans 
Added Courses 


Builders Art Will Receive 
Special Attention 


Program of Great Variety 
Has Been Arranged 


Announcement was made yester- 
day that the first fall classes in 
the extension division of the Uni- 
versity of California will open the 
10th inst.. at 815 South Hill 
street. An enroliment. even ex- 
ceeding that of last year is looked 
for, there being many additional 
courses offered. New names are 
on the list of instructors, including 
that of Arthur B. Clark, profes- 
sor of education in graphic art, 
Stanford University, whose lectures 
will deal with art in house-bulild- 
ing, technical drawing and paint- 
ers of the Renaissance, and of 
modern times. 

The purpose of the university 
extension is to assist men and 
women who are not in attendance 
at the university, but who desire 
to carry on study under university 
direction. Among those who en- 
roll are business men and women, 
who wish to increase their pro- 
fessional skill and to revise and 
extend their knowledge of a chosen 
field; graduates of schools and col- 
leges, who wish to continue their 
studies; teachers preparing to 


subjects, and others who are in- 
terested in study either for the 
sake of culture or practical re- 
sults. 

The courses are in great va- 
riety, from accounting to zoology, 
and include acientific subjects as 
well as more popular courses such 
as scenario and short-story writ- 
ing. Especially popular this year 
are courses in electricity, including 
the radio and photography. In 
point of popularity last year the 
study of Spanish ied all the other 
subjects with a total of sixty-two 
classes. 


The enrollment figures for the 
last season showed a total of ap- 
prozimately 7000. More than 1300 
took the various courses in educa- 
tional work, embracing pedagogy 
in all of its branches, from Ameri- 
canization work to school admin- 
istration. Economics attracted 
1142, while the study of English, 
journalism and other writing 
courses, found an enrollment of 
692. Home economics, proving the 
interest of young wives and wives- 
to-be, brought 445 enrollments and 
scientific subjects attracted 

Considering the steadily increas- 
ing interest in building of homes, 
which in one way or another is 
touching the life of almost every- 
body who comes to Los Angeles, 
the instructors believe that the 
courses under Prof. Clark, in “Art 
in Housebuilding” will prove espe- 
cially popular this year.

BERLIN AFTER 
TAX DODGERS 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
[Coprright, 1923, Public Ledger.) 
BERLIN, Sept. 1—The Strese- 
mann adminstration, faced with 
the colossal task of converting a 
nation of experienced tax dodgers 
into taxpayers in time to ward off 
complete economic chaos, warns 
that it is prepared to use every 
dictatorial power within the lim- 
its of the constitution to bring 
money into the treasury of the 
government. Addressing the Reich- 
finance committee today, Dr. 
Hilferding, the administrator of fi- 
nance, declared the adminsitration 
must get possession of foreign 
moneys through tax collection and 
that it was prepared to go the 
limit to squeeze sufficient funds 
out of reluctant taxpayers to fi- 
mance its economic program. 
The first gun fired against the 
citadel of holders of foreign cur- 
rency was an announcement by 
Dr. Hilferding that the compul- 
sory gold loan must be paid be- 
fore the 25th inst. It will be 
assessed ‘on the basis of the com- 
pulsory loan of a year ago, but 
differs from it in an important 
way in that it must be paid in 
foreign money or some government 
security of stable value. 


MUST TAKE OATH

DOING || CANADIAN-PACIFIC STEAMER 


SINKS U. S. FISHING BOAT; 
LATE DOMINION HAPPENINGS 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 


VICTORIA (B. c.) Sept. 1.— 
Death in swift and horrible 
fashion was meted outto Roy 
Van Huser, Seattle fishermen, 
when the American fishing boat 


| Dicision was sunk in collision with 


the Canadian-Pacific steamer Prin- 
cess Charlotte off Point Wilson, 
Puget Sound. Asleep in his bunk 
forward at the time of the disaster, 
Van Huser had no chance for his 
life. If he survived the mangling 
he must have been given by the 
smashing timbers as he slumbered, 
he was dragged swiftly to his doom 
with the instantaneous sinking of 
is veasel. 

Immediately following the acci- 
dent, boats from the Charlotte were 
launched to the rescue and picked 
up V. Jensen, master of the Dici- 
sion, and C. Sorensen, the remain- 
ing member of the crew. Search 
was made for some time for the 
body of Van Huser, but to no pur- 


pose. 

The collision occurred at 1:55 
a. m., when the Charlotte was 
bound from Seattle to Vancouver 
on her regular schedule. The res- 
cued men were taken to Vancouver 
by the steamer. She was late in 
arrival at the Mainland port, and 
late in departure also for Victoria, 
so that she was an hour behind 
schedule when she arrived here 
with full details of the mishap. 


CAPT. GRIFFIN’S STORY 

Capt. T. O. Griffin, master of the 
Charlotte, was himself on the 
bridge at the time of the accident. 
He was proceeding slowly in dense 
fog, he said on arrival here, and 
had just passed through a fleet of 
fishing craft, all of which he said 
were w properly, when the 
Dicision dashed out of the mists 
and the two came together. 

“It was all over in five seconds,” 
said Capt. Griffin. “I heard only 
one whistle. That was two sec- 
onds before the striking. She ap- 

to be crossing my bow, but 
whether she succeeded in getting 
9 across and 1 hit her, or 
whether she ran against me, I can- 
not say. In the fog from the 
height of the bridge it wag im- 
possible to tell. That's all I 
about it.” 

The Dicision sank immediately.

WOOD-PULP INDUSTRY 
OTTAWA, Aug. 30.—The United 
States imported 366,986 hundred- 
weight of wood pulp from Canada 
during the month of Juby at a cost 
of $566,896, it is shown in a report 
dealing with the industry compiled 
by the Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics. The United Kingdom wag 
the next greatest purchaser, tak- 
ing 238,132 hundredweight, and 
France was third with 75,000 to 
her credit. 
During the twelve-month period 
ended with July 2, 947,252 hun- 
dredweight of wood-pulp sulphite, 


„ valued at $9,431,514, was exported 


as compared with 2,800,275 hun- 
dredweight, at a value of $8,742,- 
264, in the corresponding period 
of 1921-22. 

Continuing comparisons of fig- 
ures for these periods the report 
shows that 3,313,997 hundred- 
weight of wood-pulp sulphite 
bleached was exported during the 
twelve months ended with July at 
a value of $14,093,933, as com- 
pared with 2,423,819 and a value 
of $10,020,726 in the corresponidng 


period. 
During the month the United 
States purchased 1,838,468 hun- 


dredweight of finished newsprint 
from Canada at a value of $6,962,- 
119. Total figures for the month 
were 1,859,179 hundredweight and 
$7,045,653. 

During the twelve-month period 
Canada exported 21,377,891 hun- 
dredweight of newsprint at a val- 
ue of 178.710,00, as compared 
with 17,325,904 and $66,200,000 in 
the preceding twelve months.

JAPAN NEEDS LUMBER 

VANCOUVER.—In view of the 
fact that in future Japan will be- 
come a great market for British 
Columbia lumber and wood pulp, 
and in hopes of encouraging a 
closer connection between Japan 
and British Columbia, Mr. C. Fu- 
kukawa, millionaire owner of large 
forests in Japan, who has an ex- 
tensive knowledge of forestry and 
is experienced in that line, came 
to Canada about a month ago and 
visited the Queen Charlotte Is- 
lands, Prince Rupert and Yukon 
Territory, to study forestry condi- 
tions there. 

He is very much interested and 
greatly amazed at the large tracts 
of forest on the Pacific Coast and 


the trees. 

On his return to Japan he in- 
tends to introduce these condi- 
tions to those persons who are 
interested in lumber and forestry. 

In connection with this matter, 
during his travels throughout the 
province he took moving pictures, 
which he will exhibit. 


MENNONITES COMING — 


OTTAWA.—Some thousands of 


Mennonites from Southern Russia 
are on their way to and 
several hundred of them have al- 
ready arrived. This was stated by 
W. D. Scott, superintendent of im- 
migration, when asked ing 
the report of the arrival of a train 
load of these immigrants at Winni- 
pes. Mr. Scott insisted that there 
was no desire on the part of the 
government to keep the arrival of 
the Mennonites a secret. 

The majority of the Mennonites 
are said to be farmers, and bound 
for the Rosthern district of Sas- 
katchewan, said Mr. Scott. 
however, will settle in 
Mennonite district of 
Manitoba. 

The movement of these people 
has been confined to the month 
of August, according to statistics 
available at the Department of 
immigration. During July a total 
of 1848 people entered Canada. Ot 
these, 1356 came from the United 
States. 306 Canadians, absent for 
more than three years, 106 ware 
et British origin, and only six were 
Ruasians. 


VANCOUVER MILLIS BURN 

VANCOUVER.—Fire destroyed 
the mills of the British Columbia 
| Lumber Company on False Creek, 
causing a loss estimated at 
$350,000. 

e flames were driven by a 
j heavy wind, and had gained great 
' headway when the fire department 
'arrived. It is believed that the 
fire originated in one of the saw- 
Aust burners. 

The drying shed and the kiln 
were the only buildings saved. 

Considerable damage was done 
to the plant of the Alberta Lum- 
her Company adjoining on the 
east side, but this mill was saved 
from entire destruction by a fire 
wall erected two years ago, which 
almost entirely defied the flames 
fanned by a strong southwes* 
wind. 

Fire fighters from every hall in 
the city responded, a second alarm 
being turned in, and within an 
hour their efforts resulted in th» 
blaze being under absolute con 
trol. This is the second time the 
company has suffered from fire. 
About four years ago the plant 
was wiped out at a loss of 
$250,000. 


WORK PLENTY IN CANADA 

OTTAWA—"The opportunities 
for employment in Canada are bet- 
ter than at any time for the last 
three years,” said R. A. Rigg, di. 
rector of the Dominion Employ- 
ment Service, when discussing 
plans for providing work for the 
Rritish harvesters after the har- 
veating is completed. 

Mr. Rigg confirmed the state- 
ment of Maj. L. F. Howard, su- 
perintendent of the employment 
service in the West, that plans 
were under consideration with a 
view to insuring employment for 
there men after harvest. : 

“The large number of men who 
have been drawn to the West by 
the demand for harvesters,” said 
the director, “has created s scar- 
city of labor in the East. After the 
harvest is over, it is expected that 
this scarcity will be taken care .f 
by the return of the harvest ex- 
cursionists, and then we hope that 
there will be employment in the 
West for a number of British har- 
vesters, some of whom have ap- 
nounced that they will stay in 
Canada if they can obtain work.”

T OF THE FARMER 


It is not In the nature of things that the farmer should have a 
monopoly of all the grief in the world. Although, in truth, he seems to 
have a very large supply of this commodity on hand at the present time. 

In the final analysis, the prosperity of the country can rise no higher 
than the prosperity of the farmer. 

Capital may make its combinations; labor may combine; but all their 


plans must be useless and ineffective if the farmer is left out of their 


} 


That happens to be the situation at the present time. Prices and 
wages are high; but the farmers all over the country are facing hard 


Without doubt the biggest factor in the situation that has = 
about the present plight of the American farmer is the loss of his Eu 
pean market for cereals. There has been a tremendous decrease in the 
exports of cereals. The loss in the year ending June 30, 1923, according 
to the Irving Bank-Columbia Trust Company, New York, is 100,000,000 
bushels, a slump that naturally affects the price of all cereals. 

Wheat is not the only product which represents a loss to the farmer. 
Hogs, for the most part of the shipping season, have been below the cost 
of production. Cattlemen have suffered losses that run into millions 
of dollars. Cattle loan companies, organized by packers associated with 
local bankers, have had appalling losses. Potatoes in many sections have 
been left to rot in the ground, those marketed in some instances not 
paying the cost of transportation let alone the cost of raising. 

In many sections, fruit has remained unpicked on the trees. 

On the other hand, the farmer has been hammered hard in the mat- 
ter of what he has had to pay. | 

A farmer, writing to The Times, tells of a ranch owner in Colorado 
who has 1600 acres from which his income is $1700 a year, but upon 
which he has to pay $6400 taxes. 

The peculiar anomalies of the farmer's life can be seen in the case 
of the ranch hand. 
A cowpuncher employed on one of the big cattle ranches usually gets 
this salary is a severe strain on the 


The answer to the problem is not very plain, or apparent. 
Back in the days of imperial Rome the 
orators and writers were bewailing the fact that the farmers would not 
stay on the farm but would persist in flocking into the cities. 

Putting a finger on the causes does not in any way help the situation. 
In fact there seems to be no immediate help for the farmer. He is, un- 
fortunately, the victim of economic conditions which are beyond the 
control of man. The basic law of supply and demand has never yet been 
successfully controlled. Just as water will reach its level, so will prices 
follow this law. 

It has been suggested that the farmer himself is not altogether blame- 
less. We seldom find a glut of steel products. Why? Because the steel 
industry is organized and conducted on a scientific basis. Farmers have 
been urged, instead of attempting to force a way into politics, through the 
medium of blocs. in Congress, to spend the time and thought and the 
energy in organizing a force of experts to scan the world’s markets and 
then direct their energies in producing the kind of crops that these 
experts indicate there will be a market for. These per glu 
perhaps could be avoided, at least under normal conditions. 5

Spends Billions 
in Marks While 
on German Visit 


“You have no idea how reckless 
in money matters a man gets in 
Germany, says William Mead, 
member of the Los Angeles Board 
of Freeholders, in a letter written 
at Amsterdam, August 11, and re- 
ceived yesterday by Frank Wig- 
gins, secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

To keep in good standing with 
the Chamber of Commerce, Mr. 
Mead inclosed 20,000 marks, nor- 
mally valuéd at about $5000, but 
now worth possibly as much as 
a thousandth part of an American 
cent, to apply on his dues. 

Mr. Mead, after stating that he 
had pust reached Amsterdam aft- 
er a three days’ stay in Berlin, pro- 
ceeds to tell how he disbursed 


ap- 
proximately a quarter of a billion 
marks during that three-day 
period. He said: 

“When we reached the station 
in Berlin I paid a porter 100,000 
marks to carry my suit case to a 
taxi; paid the taxi driver 300,000 
marks to take us to the hotel, and 
gave two belliboys 50,000 each to 
take our suit cases to our room. 

“For breakfast I had ham and 
eggs, with coffee, for 800,000 
arks, but the hotel raised all its 
prices that day, and dinner for 
two, consisting\of roast goose and 
apple sauce, potatoes, peas, tea and 
raspberries and cream, the price 
was 6,000,000, and I tipped the 
waiter 500,000 marks. 

“Two railway tickets for Am- 
-sterdam cost 64,000,000 marks, and 
our hotel bill for three days was 
96,000,000 marks. I am keeping 
this bill as a souvenir, and also a 
breakfast and dinner menu, with 
rices. 

“We paid $0,000,000 marks for 
an auto and guides to see the pal- 
acres and parks at Potsdam. 
The trees, flower gardens, statu- 
ary and fountains are wonderfully 
beautiful. The guide said that 
Frederick the Great, when he built 
San Souci palace, regarded it the 
most beautiful spot in Europe. I 
reminded the guide that Frederick 
had never lived in Hollywood, and 
that if he had he would have built 
his palace on Los Feliz Boulevard.”

knows the train is there—knows 
that they are approaching a 
grade crossing. He speeds up 
and passes the train, expecting to 
cross the track ahead of it. There 
is a crash and he is killed or hurt. 

“What he failed to do was to 
realize that just at the crossing 
his speed-was cut down materially 
while that of the train was un- 
checked, Several things may have 
conspired to slacken the automo- 
bilist’s speed. He may have had 
to slow down for a slight turn at 
the crossing. In any event there 
was a rise in the road level to 
meet the rallroad grade. Again 
as he approached the danger 
point, the motorist may have sub- 
consciously eased his pressure up- 
on the gas throttle. 

“But the train's speed was not 
lessened. It may have been travel- 
ing faster than 100 feet a second 
and those precious few seconds 
that the automobile driver lost in 
making the turn, or various other 
reasons, were enough to bring the 
train down on him.” 

Dr. Pratt has made a study of 
the grade crossing problem, from 
a professional viewpoint and om. 
clally. At present he is a member 
of a committee at Barstow that .is 
attempting to bring about the ell- 
mination of that town’s dangerous 
grade crossing. | 

“As long as we have grade cross- 
ings we will have accidents,” de- 
clared T. G. dcGowan, fireman on 
Santa Fe passenger train No. 2.

MeGowan and Walter Reid, the 
engineer, comprise the engine crew 
on No. 2. They leave Los Angeles 
at 8:45 a. m., run to Barstow. 

A dif- 
ferent engine crew takes No. 2 
eastward while Reid and McGowan 
return to Los Angeles on No. 21, 
arriving here at 9 p. m. 


GUARDING THE GRADE 


Some of the worst grade cross- 
ings in Los Angeles county are on 
the Santa Fe, northward and east- 
ward toward Pasadena and San 
Bernardino. Automatic wigwags 
mark all crossings of any conse- 
quence. At others, where traffic 
is particularly heavy, gates have 
been placed, in addition to the wig- 
wags. 

In spite of these precautions 
upon the part of the railroad com- 
pany scarcely a day passes but 
what there are near-tragedies. 

At Avenue Twenty Saturday 
morning an automobile driver had 
vverrun the signal and had come 
to a stop against the farther gate. 
He was directly in the path of No. 
2 and the gate tender was forced 
to lift the barrier to let the ma- 
chine out of what might have 
proved to be a death trap. 

At Garvanza another automobile 
driver had run under the gates. 
He had cleared the passenger 
train's track, however, and waved 
jeeringly at the engine crew as the 
train hurtled past. 

Still further on a third machine 
stood between the gates while the 
driver gat apparently careless of 
the averted crash. 

“I've seen them drive across in 
front of me and then thumb their 
nose at me,” Reid said. 


years ago,” he goes on, pointing 
to an orange grove that seems to 
hurry off in the direction the train 
has just come, “I could have 
bought that land for a dollar an 
acre.”

Dropping downhill that night 
from San Bernardino towards Pas- 
adena and Los Angeles automobiles 
dart across the track like rabbits.

A 
glance toward the rear of the 
train, however, shows that it is still 
twilight. 

A quarter of a mile ahead the 
white cross-armed signal of the 
grade crossing shows. The com- 
bination of the glaring head light, 
the white paint and the deepening 
dusk makes the signal post look 
like the biggest thing in all crea- 
tion. In thirty-two years Reid haa 
had time to learn every foot of 
his run. He reaches for the arhis- 
tle cord. The dell already is 
clanging, driven by steam. 

No. 21’s whistle blares four times, 
twice long and resonantly and then 
twice sharply, quickly. A moment 
later and the big engine is almost 
on the crossing. Then across the 
track, so near that the locomotive 
seems to have leapt at it, dashes 
an automobile. 
| Subconsciously the engineer's 
hand goes to the air lever and he 
looks toward the fireman expect- 
antly. 

There is no warning cry of “Big 
hold!" Evidently the automobile 
got across the track and the crack 
passenger train gumbles on.

No, this is not the spokesman 
for the American National Asso- 
ciation of Dance Masters, recently 
in session here, who is quoted. It 
is a criticism of the dance as it was 
observed in the United States in 
1853 by a certain Mrs. Duncan, 


who came across the pond to “write 
us up.“ A copy of the volume,

natural result of ‘liberty.’ ‘Liberty!’ 
that sacred name under which 
many a crime has been perpetrat- 
ed and many a dangerous and ruin- 
ous mistake committed.” And all 
this In 1852. 

The dancing mastery also railed 
at “Jazz” and many declared that 
our modern music is demoralizing. 
ea it was always so, for, 

interested in their musical 
powers, I gathered collections of 
their popular airs, and felt indig- 
nant at the ineffable nonsense of 
the words which are in nearly ev-

Mrs. Duncan. 

And were we any more demo- 
cratic in that day than in 19237 
Mrs. Duncan noted that: “The prej- 
dice against titles runs high, and 
sometimes exhibits itself absurdly

degree of impressment in the fash- 
jonable worldly circles, though they 
strive to conceal it.” 


HERO WORSHIP 


Hero worship, the adulation of 
the man of the hour, was just as 
strong then as it is now. Says Mrs. 
Duncan: “An effervescence of en- 
thusiasm for the man of the day 
sometimes exhibits itself among fe- 
males in a manner that would 
alarm any British statesman... 
in more than one city it has fallen 
out. that Henry Clay has been 
called upon to submit to an amaz- 
ing ordeal, . . One impas- 
sioned female, in a tide of love 
and devotion, rushed forward to 
the hero, and — oe to reach 
up to his not par larly beauti- 
ful or inviting facé, and—kissed 
him! Just so followed the excited 
women, hundreds upon hundreds.” 
Wasn't it Capt. Hobson who met 
the same terrible fate during the 
Spanish-American War? 

Mrs. Duncan may not have been 
a wonderful writer, but she was 
remarkably shrewd and prophetic. 
for she predicted the abolition of 
slavery, the rapid development of 
the country and coming of nation- 
wide prohibition. Perhaps the 
physical features of the country

COSTLINESS OF MISTAKES 

The two practical lessons to be 
drawn from John Mark's life are: 
first, the costliness of mistakes: 
and, second, that even costly mis- 
takes should not discourage us. 

Mark just missed a wonderful 
experience. Between the incident 
at Perga, when Mark turned back 
to Jerusalem, and the time when, 
at Antioch, Paul refused to have 
Mark as a companion, the two 
aposties, Paul and Barnabas, made 
their appeal to the people at Pisi- 
dian, Antioch and preached in 
Iconium. At Lystra the people 
were so aroused by the preaching 
of Paul and Barnabas that they 
called them gods, styling Barnabas 
Jupiter“ and Paul “Mercury.” Af- 
ter:the separation of Paul and 
Barnabas, Paul made his wonder- 
ful speech at Athens, followed by 
Mis visit to Corinth and Ephesus. 
Mark had no more share in the ca- 
reer of Paul until near the close 
of the great apostie’s life. 
It is interesting to look back 
over our lives and see how things 
seemingly little grow into immense 
importance and how things seem- 
ingly big sometimes dwindle into 
insignificance.

Letter Written in 1869 Tells of Wonders of Soil in 
Los Angeles, With Costs of Living 


letter the other day to The Times. 

Written by Tom Green in 1869 
at Los Nietos, which was then but 
an outlying settlement of Los An- 
geles but which is now known as 
the town of Downey, this letter 
paints a vivid picture of the rich 
virgin country around Los Angeles, 
with “the plains covered with 
‘clover and alfilaria and the hills 
covered with wild oats.”

THREE ETCHERS AT 
THE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


An exhibition of etchings by 
three Californian etchers is being 
shown during September ia the art 
department of the Public Library. 
These prints are the work of Armin 
oe Fred Manhoff and Arthur 

illier. 

Armin Hansen is well known al! 
over the country for his virile and 
colorful paintings of the Monterey 
ermen and th fleet.

s art department has shown 
many attractive exhibitions of 
prints and drawings, but few which 
will have more interest to Call- 
fornians than this group of etch- 
ings by three Californian etchers, 
Which will remain all through 
September at the Publie Library. 
A small part of Mr. T. R. Flem- 
ing’s immense and highly valuable 
collection of Japanese prints is 
own in the gallery at Barker 
Brothers to September 8. Forty- 
five prints, with one original draw- 
fing, are hung on the walls, while 
many other prints are placed on 
tables for the art lover’s inspec- 
tion. The exhibition contains val- 
uable examples of works by Shun- 
sho, Yeizan, Hokusai, Hiroshige, 
Utamaro and other famous print 
makers of the “golden period.” 
You all know the fantastic 
story—-yet true withal—of the in- 
troduction of Japanese color prints 
into Europe in 1856 or 1857 (the 
exact date is uncertain.) Claude 
Monet purchased a bundle of 
color prints from a Dutch grover 
in Zaandam, who used them for 
wrapping butter and cheese. 4 
Paris woke up to their beauty and 
value. Those same prints helped 
Monet, Manet and Degas in their 
impressionism, just as they helped 
and influenced Whistler, and it is 
perhaps not too much to gay that 
their art owes its most salient 
qualities to the Schol of Ukiyo-ye, 
The real value and artistic mer- 
its of color prints came in the 
humble guise of cheese wrappers 
because in Japan these prints were 
regarded as of little worth and 
were treated with contempt by 
the two traditional schools of 
art, Tosa and Kano, which flour- 
ished independently to the middle 
of the eighteenth century, when 


traditions and methods of both 
Tosa and Kano, who, though rival 
schools, ynited in their proud dis- 
dain of the new art, which dared 
represent the manners and cus- 
toms of the common people. 

Color prints were made by the 
popular artists for the masses and 
were called Ukiyo-ye, The Fioat- 
ing World,” since they represented 
the every-day te of the people, 
their work and play. the thea- 
ter, portraits and actors, the beau- 
ties of the Yochiwara, Geisha girls 
—and in fact every phase of life 
as it then existed In Japan. 

They were the culmination of 
the skill of not one but three 
‘artisans. The first, however, was 
more than an artisan, he wag the 
original artist in whose brain and 
skilled hand was wrought the 
subtle composition of line and 
color harmony. An original out- 
line drawing of this in black and 
white was then pasted in the re- 
verse on a block of cherry wood 
by the carver, who cut away the 
drawing and made the key block 
or the black outline. Then a 
separate block was cut for each 
color in the picture. These blocks 
were cut with such Kill that each 
hair line was reproduced with ex- 
act precision, and the various color 
blocks, often ten or more, were 
so true in the cutting that the 
registration of each color was per- 
fect, ne a sign of overlapping. 
Last, but by no means least, 
came the printer, who colored the 
blocks and printed them by hand, 
reproducing the beautiful color 
harmonies of the artist, who often 
worked in conjunction with him 
to obtain new and beautiful color 
combinations. 

The soft paper, which fs one of 
the charms of the old prints, was 
made from the bark of the mul- 
berry tree, but the process of its 
making is now a lost art. The 
marvelous colors used were all 
from vegetable colorings no longer 
obtainable. They offer a sharp 
contrast to the modern prints and 
the reprints from the old blocks, 
which are made on modern hard- 
finished paper and colored with 
aniline dyes. 

Let me quote from Alice Mey- 
nell's essay, on “Symmetry and Ini 
cident:" 

“The alien art of Japan, in its 
pictorial form, has helped to jus- 
tify the more stenographic school 
of etching. Greatly transcending 
Japanese expression, the modern 
etcher has undoubtedly accepted 
moral support from the islands of 
the Japanese. He too etches a 
kind of shorthand, even though 


his notes appeal much to the 
epectator’s knowledge, while the 
Oriental shorthand appeals te 


nothing but the spectator’s vision.

Nevertheless, the French etcher 
would never have written his signs 
so freely had not the Japanese so 

drawn his own. Further- 

more still, the transitory and de- 
structible material of Japanese art 
has done as much as the multipli- 
cation of newspapers, and the dis- 
covery of processes, to reconcile 
the European designer—the black 
and white artist—to working for 
the day, the day of publication.

GEORGE “POP” HART | 
IN CANNELL GALLERY 


George Pop“ Hart has an en- 
hibition of his inimitable etchings 
at the Cannell and Chaffin galler- 
ies. “Pop” Hart ig American-born 
and self-taught, and his drypoints 
and colorprints are alive with that 
racy, careless strength which is 
the birthright of every free-born 
American. 

During the last New York winter 
season, Hart has come into his 
own. Art buyers 
have at last awakened to the im- 
portant contribution this wander- 
ing American hag made to the art 
of our time. 

It was about 1900 that Hart 
began his wanderings in search, 
not of the picturesque, the pic- 
torial or the artistic, but of life. 

In that year he was at Luxor, 
using a derelict Nile barge as a 
studio. In 1903 he was on an 180 
lated island in the South Seas 
where he stayed for three years, 
doing the paintings which vere 
exhibited at the Montrose Galler- 
fes long after. He hag explored 
Iceland and is familiar with many 
of the European countries. 

In a remote part of Dominica, in 
the British West Indies, Hart was 
once the guest of a tribe of Carib 
Indians. He won the heart of the 
ch‘ef by the present of a gailly- 
colored bathrobe, and came back 
to so-called civilization with an 
alluring portrait of the magnatw, 
just as he was, ‘barefooted, and 
in blouse and undershirt. 

This is typical of his gift fur 
winning the confidence of those 
among whom he ts taking notes 
in colors—was typical as the fact 
that once he came near casting in 
his lot for good with the South 
Seas aristocrats by mn, into 
a princely family.

THE FALSE DAWN. By Nora Lorimer.

Here is a novel that should rake 
any up and coming director ex- 
claim Oh! Boy! It is sob stuff with 
a punch. 

Our feelings are constantly har- 
rowed by the sufferings and moan- 
ings of the characters, all of whom 
seem to have an uncanny facility 

in getting themselves into love en- 
tanglemeargts that wring their hearts 
and sear their souls. 

For instance, there is Prudence 
Goodchild. She has a on for 
missionary work, and espouses this 
cause for some time.

In an ex- 
oteric sense the “Dead Souls” were 
dead serfs, whom the ingenious 
and unscrupulous hero, one Pau! 
Tchitchikov, succeeded for a time 
in utilizing as a source of great 
financia! profit. By means of his 
journeys about the country for the 
purpose of trafficking in these 
moribund slaves, we are given 
authentic pictures of the lives of 
the lesser Russian gentry living on 
their estates. which were in some 
instances exceedingly well-man- 
aged, and in anv case were centers 
of the most liberal and ungrudging 
hospitality. 

It seems that a third volume of 
“Dead Souls was projected by its 
author, but if it were ever written 
the manuscript was destroyed. As 
the work stands it isa penetrating 
study of an intelligent man of 
good birth and fair education, who 
stooped to a series of infamies., 
each worse than the preceding. in 
an effort to acquire and to retain 
a fortune. As his benefactor, the 
good Murazof, once exclaimed, 
while deploring the waste of so 
much energy: ‘How he has.toiled, 
how exerted himself, how sacrificed 
personal vanity and pride, how re- 
fused to spare himself in any way: 
what tron endurance has he 
shown.” Tehitchikov finally fell

in the Los Angeles district. Usual- 
ly thew live the quiet remote life 
an earnest writer requires to ac- 
complish his daily stint. - 

The ocean proves particularly at- 
tractive to writers. From La Jolla 
on the south to Carmel on the 
north, beach towns have their 
writers of note. Most of these 
“hide out” from their admirers, 
fighting for time to do their work. 
Up on the slopes of Mount Soledad 
at La Jolla, Edwin L. Sabin has 
built himself a house. He has 
chosen a spot so difficult to reach 
that few have the hardihood to 
seek him out. So in this retreat he 
works steadily on the epic of the 
Middle and Far West told in many 
backs. 

In the same favored spot Walt 
Mason has built a little home. His 
neighbors complain that he puts 
them constantly into his rhymed 
prose, even on such slight provo- 
cation as borrowing a lawn mower. 
La Jollans say that Walt Mason is 
fond of lounging about the prinvci- 
pal garage in the town, because 
he declares it reminds him of the 
livery stable he used to frequent 
back in Emporia, Kan. His fellow- 
townsman, Willlam Allen White, 
makes annual visits to La Jolla, 
and intends to make his home 
there soon Also at La Jolla is 
Lucy Stone Terrill, who writes her 
‘stories for the Saturday Bvening 
Post in a tiny bungalow on the 
hillside overlooking the ocean. 


MANY NEAR LOS ANGELES 

A writer in The Times Maga- 
zine recently described the unus- 
ual life of the big drt and literary 
colony at Laguna, which, like La 
Jolla, appeals to such people be- 
cause it has no railroad or street 
cars, and affords them the desired 
combination of quiet and great 
natural beauty. 

Los Angeles’ own beach towns. 
the Bay Cities, have celebrities of 
various sorts tucked away in al- 
most every street. You can never 
be sure that the man who sells 
you a hot dog at Ocean Park or 
Santa Monica has not traveled in 
remote places, and perhaps writ- 
ten of his experiences. Eapectally 
in Santa Monica Canyon some of 
the most unpretentious shacks are 
happily occupied by struggling ar- 
tists and writers. Among the na 
tional ‘celebrities in these cities 
are John Russell, world traveler, 
author of “Where the Pavement 
Ends,“ and other descriptive tales 
of distant lands: Fenwick I. 
Holmes, creator of “Songs of the 
Silence;” Wyndham Martfn, for- 
mer editor of Pearson's Magazine 
and author, and Grace A. Pierce. 

Up the Coast, at Carmel. there 
is perhaps the largest small-town 
literary colony of all. Here live 
the MacGowan sisters, Mrs. Grace 
MacGowan Cooke and Alice Mac- 
Gowan, author of the “Wiving of 
Lance Vieaverage” and other care- 
fully-wrought and popular novels: 
James M. Hopper, best known as 
a short story writer, John N. Hil- 
liard, and a score of others almost 
as well known. 

Beach town are popular with 
writers, but not all writers prefer 
beach towns. To mention a few 
which have come to our attention, 
Eleanor Hoyt Brainerd, popular 
short story writer, lives in Alta- 
dena; Richard Berry. war cor- 
respondent and author of Bren- 
da of the Woods“ 
the Desert,” lives in Monrovia: 
Harold Bell Wright has a home 
at Redlands, and Edgar Rice Bur- 
roughs, creator of Tarzan, lives on 
his Tarzan Ranch at Van Nuys. 

Pasadena and San Diego do not 
rank as small towns, but these 
two cities contribute lirgely to the 
list of literary celebrities of South- 
ern California. Each of them has

TO THE WORLDS 


Wireless Waves Infinite in 
| Time and Space 


Characteristics of Ether 
Medium Explained 


KHJ Impulses Transmitted 
to Farthest Star 


BY K. G. ORMISTON 

Many broadcast listeners are st!!! 
of the opinion that the air or at- 
mosphere is the medium through 
which radio travels. The phra- 
seology of practically all broadcast 
announcers tends to foster this be- 
lief, since it ig stated that a sta- 
tion is “on the air,” 
be “on the air” at a given hour. 
These terms are misleading and 
technically incorrect, as radio has 
nothing in common with the air 
and does not depend upon it ase a 
medium ‘of transmission. 

If Uncle John worried over 
technicalities, his concluding an- 
nouncement at night would be to 
the effect that “KHJ will next vi- 
brate the ether at twelve-thirty 
tomorrow.” This is not the kind 
of ether that ig fed to you just 
prior to the extraction of your ap- 
endix, but is of an entirely dif- 
erent variety. It sounds myster- 
lous, and the ether is indeed a 
mystery, since it cannot be weighed 
or measured; we can neither see, 
feel, hear, smell or taste it. 
far as our five senses are concern- 
ed the ether does not exist, and yet 
we can not only prove its exist- 
ence very easily, but we can har- 
ness it and make it work for us, 
as we do in radio. 


A SIMPLE PROOF 

In order to be convinced of the 
existence of the ether, consider the 
ordinary electric lamp. Within 
the glass globe we say there is a 
vacuum, and that all matter. 

we know matter, has be 

moved. Light, which is

through this space within 
globe, and therefore some medium 


and transmit this energy. You 
cannot pass energy, and light is a 
form of energy, through nothing. 
Therefore, something exists within 
the globe after we have pumped 
out everything that we know as 
matter. The same example, on a 
vastly larger scale, applies to the 
light which comes to us from the 
sun. Our air or atmosphere thins 
out and finally comes to an end 
at a comparatively few miles 
above the surface of the earth. 
Beyond that there {is nothing, as 
we recognize matter, and yet we 
know that something must exist 
there for the whole 92,000,000 
miles between us and the sun: a 
something which brings the sun’s 
light to us in the form of a vibra- 
tion or wave motion. This some- 
thing is called the ether. and it 
is through the ether that light and 
the electro-margetic waves of ra- 
dio are transmitted. 

We must, therefore, think of the 
ether as a mysterious elastic sub- 
stance which occupies the entire 
universe, and permeates all forms 
of matter. It exists between the 
particles of molecules of matter 
which make up the brick or wood- 
en walls of your home; it is be- 
tween the particles of all sub- 
stances, even iron and lead. When 
we recall that the X-ray, which is 
a form of light, and therefore an 
ether vibration, passes through 
walls, bodies, etc., then it is easy 
Walls, bodies, etc., then it is easy 
to understand that radio, which is 
also a form of ether vibration, can 
likewise pass through these seem- 
ing obstacles. The only difference 
between radio waves and light 
waves is a difference of frequency, 
that is, a difference in the num- 
ber of vibrations per second. 


HOW RADIO OPERATES 


Having established a picture or 
conception of this vast sea of 
ether, occupying all space, we will 
now consider what happens when 
a radio transmitter is operated. An 
electric 
definite characteristica, flowing in 
a system of wires called the an- 
tenna, produces a violent disturb- 
ance in the ether, and from the 
antenna as a central point waves 
radiate out im all directions at 
terrific speed. This wave motion 
spreads out from the transmitting 
antennae with a velocity of approx- 
imately 186,000 miles per second. 
The length of each wave, that is 
the actual distance from the crest 
of one to the crest of the next. is 
called the wave-length and is ex- 
pressed in meters. When we say 
that KHJ o tes on a wave- 
length of 395 meters, we mean 
that the actual length of each wave 
radiated into the ether from our 
antenna is 395 meters, or approx!i- 
mately 1280 feet. This, of course, 
cannot be measured in the ether, 
but is determined mathematically 
by the electrical characteristics of 
the transmitter. 


RADIO TEIAS rr 

These ether waves of definite 
length, traveling at the enormous 
speed which we have mentioned, 
radiating in all directions, passing 
through everything, speed on for- 
ever! When these waves pass 
through any other electrical cir- 
cult having the same characteris- 
tics as the transmitter, they will 
produce in this circult an electric 
current exactly like the one in the 
antenna of the transmitter, but of 
far less intensity. 

To illustrate simply: If there are 
two pianos In the same room, and 
a note is struck on one plano, the 
corresponding wire of the second 
piano will immediately commence 
to vibrate and produce the same 
musical note. In this case, the 
sending and receiving stations have 
the same mechanical characteris- 
tics and the wave motion between 
them is transmitted through the 
air. In radio, our sending and re- 
ceiving stations must have the same 
electrical characteristics, and the 
wave motion between them is 
transmitted by the ether, otherwise 
the principles involved are the 
game. Therefore, the necessity of 
tuning the receiver is simply in 
order to adjust the circuits elec- 
trically so that they will be affect- 
ed by the passing ether waves of 
definite wave length. 


RANGE IS INFINITE 

We cannot correctly state that a 
transmitting station has any defi- 
alte range or limits to the area over 
which it may be received. The 
waves emitted by every transmit- 
ting station In the world, no mat- 
ter how low the power used, not 
only circle the entire earth but 
travel on through space forever. 
This statement can be proved 
mathematically, and ts also true of 
light. When we say the light of a

yards, we mean that at that dis- 
tance we have reached the point 
where the human eye is no longer 
capable of detecting the light. If 
it were possible to increase the 
sepsitiveness of the eye, the same 
candle could then be seen and rec- 
ognized as light at a much greater 
distance. The intensity of light at 
any point bears a definite relation 
to the distance from the source, 
and hence at any distance, no 
matter how great, the percentage 
of light remaining could be caleu- 
lated. The zero point could never 
be reached. We have spoken of 
light because it seems more tan- 
gible, more understandable, for the 
reason that if affects one of our 
five senses, but the same principles 
apply to radio waves. The range 
of every transmitting station is in- 
finite, and the distance at which it 
may be heard depends upon the 
sensitiveness of the receiver. 


LIMITATIONS OF KNOWLEDGE 


Years ago, a certain transmit- 

wireless station was assumed 
‘to have a range of, let us say, 600 
imiles. It was thought that the 
waves died out at that distance, 
jas the receivers in use then could 
not detect them beyond that dis- 
tance. Today this same station is 
considered to have a 
several thousand miles. Why? 
There has been no change in the 
sending station. simply, because 


ti 


more sensitive receiving apparatus |; 


has been developed, which will re- 
spond to the weaker waves at 
greater distance. It is therefore, 
evident that the waves from 
transmitter were reaching thou- 
sands of miles years ago. 

To illustrate further, suppose 
that KHJ, just as it is today, had 
been in operation in 1910, when 
only crystal receivers were in use.

It is, perhaps, 
fortunate that our receiving sets 
of today are so far from being able 
to respond to all the passing ether 
waves, for it is painful to imagine 
the conglomeration of noises which 
would result were it possible to 
listen to the world.

RAISED BUILDING COSTS 


Powerful Indictment of Unionite 
System of Poor Work at High 
Pay; How It Hurts All 


The Farmer. published at St. 
Paul and one of the leading farm 
journals of the country, prints a 
powerful indictment of the attitude 
assumed by the unionized building 
trades and their members during 
the present period of building ac- 
tivity throughout the country. {ft 
presents tables comparing the 
wages demanded by union artisans 
with the income of farmers anu 
showing the actual value of these 
wages expressed in terms of farm 
products. 


he is getting about one-tenth what 
the unionized worker demands for 
‘ghorter hours and lighter work, 
[the writer, M. C. Cutting, goes 
into detall regarding the time and 
a half and double-time demanded 
by the unions where their mem- 
bers work more than an eight- 
hour day and shows how these 
workers contrive to make thir 
overtime a large part of their in- 
come. He writes: 

There is a building contractor 
in the city of St. Paul today who 
takes the eight-hour day sertously 
men over 
eight hours as a matter of prin- 
ciple. Just now he is having the 
greatest difficulty to obtain work- 
men to construct a building for 
him. They are all flocking to the 
other building jobs where the clink 
of overtime pay sounds musically 
in their ears. 

But that is not all. By quiet lit 
tle agreements among themselves, 
all of these union workmen Umt: 
the amount of work which they 
will do in a day. There was a time 
when workers took a pride in their 
ability: when the good, fast man 
received a premium for his labore. 
and the poor, slow man earned 
‘just what he was worth. But that 
time is no more.

COURT TEST WELCOMED 


onstitutionality of of Will Be De- 


termined in Fort 


ming Hearing 


BY G. GORDON WHITNALL 
Managing Director, City Planning Commission | 


The case now pending in the 
Appellate Court in which the 
validity of the city’s zoning law 
is being attacked is but another 
type of the age-old contest between 
the claimed rights of the individual 
as against the rights of the many. 

The case is one welcomed by 
the city as a means of making an 
early test of the present local ordi- 
nance. The action pending strives 
to do one of two things: 

(1.) Dectare zoning under the 
police power unconstitutional, or, 

(2.) If constitutional, then to 
show in this case that its applica- 
tion is unreasonable and there 
fore void. : 

That regulating the use of prop- 


erty through the police power is 


constitutional was first evidenced 
in two cases originating in Los 
Angeles and going to the United 
States Supreme Court. These and 
other cases have established the 
constitutionality of maintaining 
the public peace, safety and wel- 
fare through regulating private 
property by police power. 

There has remained some doubt, 
however, as to just how far such 
regulation may be em ployed. 
There always will de doubt so 
long as individuals assume the 
doctrine that the individual is su- 
preme. In the meantime, however, 


public opinion, law, the courts and 
all social institutions are conform- 
ing more and more to the recogni- 
tion of the welfare of the many as 
against the greed of a few. That 
struggle has been the struggle of 
civilization. 


UNOONSTTTUTIONAL CHARGE 

The specific charge is in effect 
that the zoning law deprives the 
owner of the use of his property as 
he sees fit, therefore destroying its 
fullest value without compensa- 
tion. Against this the petitioner 
asks constitutional protection.” A 
recent Kansas court, in passing 
upon a similar claim, covers the 
point by citing the case of two ad- 
joining properties, one well im- 
proved, the other vacant. The own- 
er of the vacant place, by erecting 
thereon some building damaging to 
the value of the other, was, under 
the Constitution, safeguard in his 
right to do whatever he pleased, re-

joining property. Under some of the 
recent court decisions on toning a 
new interpretation is given to the 
Constitution by declaring the right 
of the community to restrict indi- 
viduals in the use of their property 
in so far as it may be necessary 
to care for the equal privileges and 
rights of others.

to enable him and his clients to 
build a row of garages, drug stores, 
public markets and structures of 


similar nature on the city's ‘nest 
boulevard. 
He argues that his Wilshire 


Boulevard frontage is natural busi- 
ness property by reason of its lo- 
cation, and by reason of the iact 
that it fronts ow a main trat 


his contention. 


A Week Argument 

How the argument that the 
frontage in question is natural lusi- 
ness property will be substantiated 
is difficult to say, since the dis- 
trict is not sufficiently develope:! 
to werrant the expression of anv 
such opinion except by a prophet 
of no mean ability. The argument 
that it fronts on a main traffic 
thoroughfare sounds reasonable 
enough until it ts recalled that a 
great percentage of traffic on W- 
shire Boulevard is through auto- 
mobile traffic, and the wise retail 
merchant knows that traffic of this 
type means little to him in dollars 
and cents value. It is pedestrian 
traffic that creates business prop- 
erty, and any man set to work 
checking the pedestrian traffic at 
Wilshire and La Brea would pass 
a dreary and unprofitable day. 

But the outstanding feature of 
the fight is the fact that plans 
already well matured for making 
Wilshire Boulevard a thoroughfare 
of supreme dignity and beauty are 
threatened, for if this case is won 
by the subdivider, other attempts 
will undoubtedly be made to force a 
change in the zoning restrictions 
along the boulevard which, lined 
with retail shops, no matter how 
attractive they may be, will lose 
the dignity which will obtain it 
the present zoning restrictions re- 


main intact and enforced, 


Confident of Outcome 

In the offices ot the Planning 
Commission or of the City Attorney 
there is apparent no spirit of de- 
Pression or perturbation; in fact, 


these officials seem to have been 


stimulated by the fight, and are 
busily engaged in mustering all 
their forces to present a forceful 
case for the city. 

A naht such as this has long 
been expected, and when it de- 
veloped neither the City Attorney’ 
office nor the City Planning Com- 
mission was found wynprepared. 
Among city officials who are con- 
cerned with the case, an air of 
confidence in the outcome pre- 
vails, and the opinion is frequent- 
ly heard that they are glad the

The principie of city zoning has 
been repeatedly upheld in the 
highest courts of many States:

In the engineering branch of 
the construction industry the toll 
of injuries was even more severe, 
the total reaching 2784, with a re- 
sulting loss in working days of 
478,849, or 172 days per case.

REDLANDS, Sept. 1.—G. Hviz- 
ing, well-known contractor and de- 
signer of Redlands, has just com- 
pleted a house in keeping with the 
Pprevai mode at the present 
time, 4 King Tut house showing the 
influence of the people of ancient 
Egypt. There is nothing faddish 
about the design, but Mr. Huizing 
has incorporated into the house the

features approved by the ancients 
in building 
greatest degree of comfort in a 
climate something similar to that 
of Southern California. 

“The Egyptians expressed them- 
selves in their building,” said Mr. 
Huizing, “and the house I have de- 
signed is purely Egyptian as to ex- 
It has many pleasing fea- 
tures such as the flat roof with the 
roof garden, the pools of water be- 
loved by the Egyptians and the 
‘vacuum’ walls which kept the 
house of Egypt cool in summer 
and warm in winter. 

“The house of t Egyptian was 
made to conform in so far as pos- 
sible with a spreading bush or 
tree, he continued. “So the house 
was built to spread out and the out- 
houses were always connected by 
walls so as to give the semblance 
of branching out. I have used 
many of the emblems in the decora- 
tion, the figures on the stoop, half 
lion and half woman are well 
Known. The lion denotes strenght. 
and the woman infinite wisdom. 
Over the doorway are the 
that denote motion and life, the 
earth in motion and the sarpents of 
wisdom. And the doorway also 
has the spreading top to denote the 
lotus blossom.” 

The house, which is attracting a 
great deal of attention, is plaster. 
Between two false walis small 
stones were poured and cemented 
with a thin cement leaving plenty 
of air spaces. This makes the 
packing which keeps the house 
cool and warm. 

‘The house has an outside stair- 
way with high balustrade. The 
linés are purely Egyptian, the 
straight line everywhere. The 
downstairs pool is near t fire- 
place and has the eicht yoifts be- 
loved by the ancients. The out- 
side stairway leads to the roof and 
there one steps into an Italian 
garden. The roof is surmounted by 
a ‘pergola and the high sides of 
walls have flower boxes all around 
them. There is a crystal sphere to 
intrigue one after leaving the land- 
ing. To one side is an outdoor fre- 
place and opposite this a very ar- 
tistic fountain and pool. The wa- 
ter pours from the rocks as if it 
were a natural spring and runs over 
rocks into a small lake. All kinds 
of water plants are here. Then 
the water drops under a stone 

bridge and into a second pool that 
has a figure of a water girl, a sec- 
ond fountain pouring from her jar. 

One whole end of the roof gar- 
den ig taken up with a large aviary, 
an afry room, all cement and with 
strong wire at the windows. The 
interior of the house shows the in- 
fluence of the Egyptians, having a 
plaque above the fireplace in the 
} Egyptian style and may other fea- 
tures. There is a large living-room, 
dining-room, kitchen and two large 
bedrooms besides a screen porch. 
Every modern convenience has 
been incorporated into the house. 
Both awnings and lanterns are 
Egyptian in design and also the 
large urns.

LYING DOWN ON THE JOB 


Elsewhere in this article some- 
thing was said about the quiet lit- 
tle agreements among the union 
members to lie down on the job.” 
This is a little matter that the 
unions do not like to talk about, 
nor to have others talk about. On 
the matter of wages they protest 
volubly about the right of a work- 
ing man to “a full day's pay’— 
and they get it, a very full day's 
pay. so full that it staggers. Hut 
they don't say so much about the 
right of the employer to a full 
day's work for a full day’s pay. 

The unions that are engaged in 
productive work, almost without 
exception, have - adopted this 
mreans of incréasing the demand 


for their labor. Take the briek-

It is unusual to find in print a 
statement of thre fine 
t's a 
wonder they elected him presi- 
dent, because they are still laying 
700 or 800 bricks a day, or less. 
It lg even more rare to find printed 
rules in the constituticns or by- 
laws of the unions regarding this 
practice——-euch rules are 
around by word of mouth. How- 
ever, here is a by-law of the New 
York branch of the Brotherhood of 
rpenters which once was passed: 
“Any member who does an un- 
reasonable amount of work, or who 
acts as leader for his employer for 
the purpose of getting all the work 


in the same shop or job with him, 
shall be fined for the first offense 
$10; for the second ense he 
Hall be suspended or expelled.” 

And so it goes. The painters 
have a rule that nothing wider 
than a four and  one-half-inch 
brush shall be used, on penalty of 
fine or expulsion. The plumbers 
have an old rule that members 
can not e use of bicycles or 
motoreycles during working hours 
—for fear they might do too much 
work in a day; they would rather 


ing. In many other trades the 
same practice is followed—any- 
thing to reduce output And so in- 
crease the demand for labor. 


THE APPRENTICE’ SYSTEM 

In relation to this reduction of 
output there is another factor in 
the labor situation which was 
mentioned briefly before. That is 
the restrictions in the apprentice 
system, or the number of boys and 
young men accepted to learn the 
trade. In practically every trade 
the number of apprentices ia Um- 
ited to one apprentice to every 
four. or five, and sometimes ten, 
journeymen or skilled workers. In | 
practically every trade, no one 
over 21 years of age will be ac- 
cepted as an apprentice, and they 
have to work three or four years: 
to learn the trade. 

What does this méan? The last 
United States census tells you. Ac- 
cording to that report, from 1910 
to 1920, there was a decrease of 
18 per cent in the number of brick 
and stone — 2 in this country, 
a decrease of 26.7 per cent of pa- 
perhangers, 19.8 per cent of plas- 
terers, 19.2 per cent of roofers and 
slatera, 9.1 per cent of painters, 
and 28.4 per cent of building 1ta- 
borers. 


Restrictions in the apprentice 


system did that. Now, with the old 
men dying off, with few new ones 
coming on, with the biggest bulld- 
ing shortage in our history, and 
with workmen loafing on the job, 
is it any wonder that high wages 
can be demanded and received?

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King Cotton Modestly Resumes Throne in the Southwest 


In the new land of cotton. Ready 


HE NEW land of cotton in the South- 
west, recovered from the extravagant 
dreams of a few years ago, is now 
‘harvesting a good-sized crop in excellent 
condition. There is plenty of labor avail- 
able, and the outlook for a 25-cent or better 
market is favorable. 
Not so fortunate is the old land of cot- 
ton. Although the acreage planted to cot- 
ton in the South this year is greater than 
ever before, cold weaher, rain, boll weevil 
and other pests, and also drouth, have con- 
spired among themselves to cause all sorts 
of trouble. Moreover, the Dixie harvesters 
have been emigrating North by the tens of 
thousands since last fall. | 
The United States cotton crop is report- 
ed by the Department of Agriculture as 67.2 
per cent of normal. The low mark is in 
Georgia, where the boll weevil and other 
enemies have all but defeated the planter 
and the picker with more than 50 per cent 


toll. The condition gradually -improves 
westward, although recent drouth has taken 


a high percentage of the Texas crop. In 
Arizona, however, the ‘cotton production is 
reported to be about 90 per cent of normal, 
and in California it is only a few points 
lower. 

It now appears that the total cotton pro- 
duction of the United States will be con- 
siderably under the government forecast of

4% thie wen Valley. 


11,516,000 bales. Probably it will fall below 
11,000,000 baies. California will contribute 
about 125,000 bales, and Arizona about 80,- 
000 bales according to recent estimates. The 
production in the Southwest is slight com- 
pared to that in the South, where nearly 
- 40,000,000 acres were planted. When it is 
realized, however, that around 10,000,000 
acres in the Southwest can be made to pro- 
duce cotton if necessary, and that recla- 
mation projects are rapidly providing water 
for tremendous new areas of cotton land, 
it is plain that the Southwest is capable of 


producing most of the crop, should the duty 
ever devolve upon it. 

It is said that the boll weevil threatens 
the cotton supremacy of the United States. 
There are two answers—the control of the 
weevil, and the development of the cotton 
industry in the Southwest. It is to be 
hoped that the first answer will be made, 


as the Southwest possesses too wide an 


adaptation to diversified crops ever to sp2- 
‘lalize upon one. Moreover, it mistook King 
Cotton for King Midas once, and is likely 
to require that masquerading monarch to sit 
hereafter upon a more modest throne. 

The most serious check upon the en- 


largement of the industry in the South 


«west is weak marxets. The crop can not be 
made a temptation at less than 25 cents 
per pound. Many growers feel that they 
cannot afford to bother with cotton grow- 
ing at less than that. There are too many 
attracive alternatives. It is probable that

The plantings are no longer con- 
fined to Pima long-staple, however; short 
and medium staples are about equally shar- 
ing the acreage, and are commanding the 
higher price, About 100,000 acres or one- 
third of the valley acreage under irrigation 
is prodrcing cotton. 

The ginning around Phoenix has already 
begun. Some of the old gins have been re- 
modelled to handle the short staple varie- 
ties. Labor there is plentiful, owing to the 
bringing in of Mexicans and Indians. One 
cent a pound is paid for picking short sta- 
ple, and two cents for long. 

The Salt River Valley cotton growers are 
in more formidable marketing trim than 
ever before, due to the organization of an 
association that has advanced money for 
picking, made collective ginning * 
and contracted to sell the oll. Costs of 
shipping will de reduced, it is believed, by 
taking advantage of the routes by water 
through the Los Angeles harbor. 

Most of the California cotton growing is 
concentrated in Imperial Valley, and there 
the acreage above the line is considerably 
less than that below. The cotton grown in 
the Mexican part of the valley, however, is 

nued and marketed on the California side. 

‘he Coloredo River Land Company alone 
has a plantation of 100,000 acres, from which 
a harvest of 75,000 bales is expected. Some 
90,000 bales in all will come from the Mexi- 
can side, according to late figures. 


Both Coachella Valley and Palo Verde 
Valley are contributing to the California 
output. They are prodvcers of Acala cot- 
ton mainly. The plants make many bolls 
of extra white, fine-quality cotton. Few 
pests are hindering the crop in these sec- 
tions. Apids attacked the cotton plants in 
the Coachella Valley this year, but the dam- 
age done to the crop is believed to be but 
slight. Palo Verde Valley reports the best 
crop in its Wistory. Cotton still claims the 
greatest block of acreage given to any one 
crop there. Some 12,000 bales are expected 
to be harvested from 16,200 acres. 

The permanency of the cotton industry 
in the Southwest is becoming stabilized by 
the growth of cotton-using industries in and 
about Los Angeles. The present consump- 
tion of cotton in the Imperial Cotton Millis 


in Los Angeles is reported by the secretary 


to be about 15,000 bales a year. Improve- 
ments and additions to the plant, now being 
considered, will dowble its consuming ca- 
pacity. The textile mills of the Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber Company consume 12,000 
bales, most of which come from the com- 
pany’s plantations in the Salt River Valley 
of Arizona. 

The strategical of Los Angeles as 
a cotton milling and manufacturing center 
is being recognized and appreciated, and 
those in touch with the situation believe 
that it is only a question of further develop- 
ment in the city’s swift and logical manner 
until the manufacturing end of the cotton 
industry will balance the producing. Cot- 
ton will then become one of the commodi- 
ties most indispensable to the industrial 
life of the Southwest. The cotton market, 
here at least, should then be secure.

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Sanity in Cotton 

HE answer to the cotton reaction since 

the war is to raise cotton sanely, just 
tke the farmers raise alfalfa, potatoes or 
any other substantial crop. The world de- 
mand for cotton is increasing steadily. Ex- 
pert plant explorers and breeders are seek- 
ing in many parts of the world for substi- 
tutes for cotton because it is generally be- 
lieved that the cotton supply will not be 
able eventually to keep up with the in- 
creasing demand. There are no sinecures 
in agriculture. On the other hand, there 
is no class of industry that makes for great- 
er independence and security. A peculiar 
psychology is created by the discovery of 
new regional adaptations for old crops. 
There is the inclination to believe that a 
staple crop such as cotton, introduced into 
a new region. carries an ab-extra assurance 
ot prosperity for that section. Nothing has 
tappened either to endow cotton with un- 
usual promise, or to deprive it of deserved 
merit, in the new fields of the Southwest. 
It has simply found a normal extension of 
territory, in which the cotton growers can 
reasonably expect to reap rewards propor- 
tiohate to skill and perseverance.

Taking the subject of “Practical Expe- 
rience in Codlin Moth Control,“ E. 8. Kel- 
logg. horticultural commissioner of Santa 
Barbara county, gave a short life his 
of the insect and then_told of his work both 
as commissioner and ‘is a grower in this 
work, particularly dealing with conditions 
as they occur in Santa Barbara county. He 
stated, in part, that “the first infestations of 
the codlin moth were noted in the Carpin- 
teria Valley about fifteen years ago, start- 
ing in one grove and spreading, until at 
the present time practically every grove 
has some infestation. The point of appear 
ance and its spread bore no relation to the 
proximity to pear or apple groves, but ap- 
peared more severe where the drying-yards 
were located. In the Goleta Valley, where 
climatic conditions are identical with those 
of Carpinteria and where the pears and ap- 
ples were heavily infested with codlin moth, 
walnuts had no infection of commercial im- 
portance, though the two moths are the 
same in appearance and do the same kind 
of work. 

“In dusting for the moth in the Carpin- 
teria Valley, using arsenate of lead, a 10-per- 
cent strength gave fairly satisfactory re- 
sults, although some burning of the leaves 
was noticed. This was due to rain fok 


“liowing the dusting and some arserfic was 


leached out. The losses from the work 
were cut down, in some cases, from a 60 
per cent to not over 7 per cent loss. Last 
year, however, for some reason, the arsenic 
was not so successful in control, some 
og al as high as a 40-per-cent 

As it has been noted, the trays and dry- 
ing-yards are apt to be the hiding places 
for the moth, therefore a steam dipper for 
the trays was constructed by Mr. Kellogg 
who used it the past season with satisfac- 
tory results. He said that many of the 
treated trays were broken open and 
“cooked” pupa found in the crevices, the 
number amounting, in some instances, to 
as high as 100 in one to a tray.

He believes that it is easier to sell 
a 10,000-ton crop of nuts now than it was 
one of 2000 or 3000 tons a few years ago.

COMPANION CROPS 
FOR ARIZONA COTTON 


PHOENIX (Ariz.)—Since the waning of 
enthusiasm over cotton growing many 
ranchers in the Salt River Valley have been 
going in for diversified farming. Even the 
loyal cotton growers are varying their 
plantings, as it has been demonstrated that 
systematic crop rotation improves the land 

more for cotton than commercial fertilizers. 

The cantaloupe harvest this year has 
proved the most profitable ever knowh. 
From 2100 acres 1200 carloads were picked 
and sold at good prices. There was almost 
no damage from insects, .2d weather con- 
ditions were ideal for the crop.

It has been shown by experiments that 
the artificial inoculation of alfalfa’ does not 
pay in the Salt River Valley, although it 
has proved practical on Yuma Mesa. 

Arizona’s wheat-producing capacity, while 
limited in extent, is high in per acre yield. 
Statistician M. R. Wells of the Department 
of Agriculture found that this State as a 
whole showed an average this year of twen- 
ty-six bushels to the acre as compared with 
an average of fourteen bushels for the en- 
tire country.

layers or breeders for the following season. 

“In culling, the idea is not necessarily to 
take out the hen which is not laying today, 
but to point out the hens which will give 
poor yearly production. The time to cull 
a flock is during July and August, for the 
physical characteristics on which a hen is 
judged are more evident then. The breed- 
ers should be selected in September, Oc- 
tober and November. 

“A cull hen®is one which produces 
around 100 eggs each year, while the good 
hen and the one worth keeping will produce 
from 150 to 200 eggs in the same period. 

“Five general points enter into the judg- 
ing of poultry at this season. They are: 

molting, pigment color changes, body ca- 
pacity, pelvic bones, and combs and wattles. 
No hen should be culled because it falls 
down on one of these points, but any which 
talls to measure up to standard in several 
of them should be removed from the flock. 

Molting before the first of Se 
one indication of a poor layer. hese poor 
producers in the flock molt early and do 
not produce as many eggs as generally sup- 
posed during the fall and winter months. 
The majority of their eggs are produced 
during the spring months when prices are 
low. The better producers lay late and 
henee molt late and fast. | 

“With the yellow-shanked varieties, the 
amount of coloring matter in shanks, heaks 
and®*earlobs at this season of the year is a 
fairly accurate guide to the laying ability 
of different fowls in the same ficck. The 
yellow color is withdrawn from the body as 
production increases and gradually returns 
with the molt when few eggs arc laid. 
use of this color test is of most value dur- 
ing the summer, and the early molters with 
yellow color in the beak, shanks, and ear- 
lobes after June 1 are culls. Stanks and 
beaks in July and August should be white 
instead of yellow. 

“The laying hen must have a good-sized 


Jabdomen in which to digest food and form 


ges. In the good layer, the abdomen will 
be soft, full and flexible. During the sum- 
mer months fowls measuring less than three 
‘fingers between the ends of the keel bone 
and the ends of the pelvic bones are culls 
and will usually fall down on some of the

thin, straight and flexible. They tend to 
thicken on the ends as the hen gets older. 
The cull generally has pelvic bones which 
are thick, close together and not as flexible 
as those of good layers.

additional return per cow was secured for 
the owner of this herd, or a total of $6604.40 
for his 209 cows for the year. The average 
cost of testing this many cows was $1.70 
per cow, or a total of $355.30. The amount 
deducted from $604.40 still leaves an addi- 
tional income of $6249.10 above the cost of 
testing. Furthermore, if this herd had not 
been tested, it would have taken many 
more cows and much more labor to produce 
the same amount of milk as this selected 
herd produced. From such statements of 
fact as these it would seem but natural to 
believe that dairymen who are not having 
their cows tested are overlooking a won- 
derful opportunity to increase their profits. 

Figures brought out in the annual report 
of the Los Angeles County Farm Bureau 
Cow Testing Association also show that a 
greater profit is being made with pure-bred 
stock. The average production of all pure- 
breds tested by the association amounted to 
10,477 pounds milk and 387.9 pounds fat as 
against an average production of all grades 
of 8552 pounds milk and 338.5 pounds fat, 
a difference of 1925 pounds milk and 49.4 
pounds fat in favor of the pure-breds. In 
other words, the pure-breds paid almost 
$50 per head greater income in butter fat, 
to say nothing of the increased value of the 
offspring of the purebreds, which in itself 
is an item that cannot be overlooked.

NEW SILO METHODS - | 
TESTED AT DAVIS

Re- 
ports of the use of this process in Europe 
indicate that the losses in food values are 
lesg than by the common process. The 
tests at University Farm do nét show any 
marked difference in this respect. This 
may be due to the small size of the silos 
used. The experiment is to be repeated 
this fall using an ordin full-size silo. 

The Italian method differs from the com- 
mon method of ensiling in two respects: 
first, the forage material is cut and left in 
the field for one or two days until partly 
wilted before being run through the en- 
silage cutter and placed in the silo; second, 
the silo is seated as nearly air-tight as pos- 
sible. The keeping out of the air greatly 
reduces the spoilage. Fermentation is 
slight in this process, as indicated by the 
very slight rise in temperature after the 
silo ts closed. 


The resulting silage was found of excel- 
lent color, flavor and palatability. This 
process would seem to give considerable 
promise. Any well-built silo of ordinary 
design may be used, provided it can be 
made air-tight. The material must be thor- 
oughly compacted into the silo so that 
there may be little settling after the top is 
sealed. Various methods of sealing may be 
employed. A very good method is to use a 
closely fitting wooden lid made of 1x6 inch 
rough redwood nailed to 2x6 inch ties, and 
lined on the under side with galvanized iron. 
The lid must be loaded with stones or 
other weights to keep it in close contact 
with the silage. The edges may be sealed 
by running in some melted asphalt or heavy 
coal tar. A piece of timber bolted or se- 
curely spiked across the 2x6 ties near one 
edge of the lid will furnish convenient 
means for attaching block and tackle for 
Utting the lid when the silo is to be opened.

Question: I am driving a Ford 
touring car and have used it about 
six months. A few days ago I 
found that the battery would not 
start the car. I took it to a bat- 
tery shop and they told me that 
the plates were badly buckled and 
the battery shorted inside. I had 
the battery fitted with new positive 
plates and separators. What is the 
cause of plates buckling? 

George 8. Ventura. 

Answer: The cause of your 
trouble lies largely in the design 
of the battery. There has been a 
marked tendency in the past few 
years for the manufacturer to turn 
out light weight batteries. The de- 
crease in weight has been made by 
decreasing the thickness of the 
plates. The standard plate is about 
an eighth of an inch thick but in 
many of the light weight batteries 
this thickness has been decreased 
to a point where the grid, (frame 
of the plate) is too weak to stand 
the excessive strain of the expan- 
sion of the active material (lead 
oxides) which takes place when the 
battery is discharged. The gray 
plate is pure lead in a spongy form, 
the brown plates are peroxide of 
lead. When the battery discharges 
both plates enter into chemical 
combination with the sulphuric ac- 
id, which is in the electrolyte, and 
form sulphate of lead. Lead sul- 
phate is much more bulky than 
pure lead or lead peroxide; this in- 
crease in volume causes the buck- 
ling of which you complain. This 
buckling always takes place when 
the plates are in a discharged con- 
dition and if the battery is not 
made with grids the plates

Answer: The Bendix drive is the 
device which connects the electric, 
starting motor to the fly-wheel of 
the engine, automatically, when 
the starting-switch is turned on. 
It consists of a small spur-pinion 
mounted upon a spirally grooved 
shaft. When the electric motor is 
started this shaft turns inside of 
the pinion and as the pinion is 
weighted on one side so that it 
does not turn readily it travels 
along the spiral shaft and en- 
gages the flywheel gear, and turns 
the engine shaft. As soon as the 
engine starts on its own power and 
the foot is taken from the start- 
ing switch, the electric motor stops 
and the motion of the flywheel 
backs the pinion up on the spiral 
shaft and disen it from the 
fiywheel gear.

Admittedly one of the most 
nique uses to which automotive 
mfort equipment was ever put is 
that employed by William McCor- 
megck, proprietor of the McCor- 
mack Egg Ranch in Lankershim. 
Last December Mr. McCormack 
bought a new Dodge truck and had 
it equipped with Watson Stabila- 
tors. His idea in adopting the Sta- 
bilator equipment wag not to in- 
crease his own personal comfort 
while riding in the truck but to cut 
down egg breakage. Succeeding 
months have proven the experi- 
ment an astounding success. He 
reports that his losses through egg 
breakage while making deliveries 
have decreased 75 per .cent. 
Previous to December he had 
driven a Dodge truck without 
Stabilator equipment and his losses 
through breakage had averaged 
about $1400 a year. Since Decem- 
ber this loss has been cut down to 
a dollar a day or $365 a year. 
Mr. McCormack labors under ex- 
ceptional difficulties in delivering 
his eggs, and some breakage is in- 
evitable, it is pointed out. In reach- 


ing his trade.in Glendale and Los 
Angeles he has to travel over some 
of the roughest roads in Los An- 
geles county, notably Cahuenga 
Pass into Hollywood. Over these 
roads he has to carry some of his 
eggs shell to shell in baskets. He 
sells his eggs from house to house 
and it would take too much time to 
remove several dozen eggs from a 
tightly packed crate and put them 
back again every time he calls on 
a customer. 

One day recently, it is related, 
Mr. McCormack’'s stabilated 
truck was laid up in the Glendale 
Dodge dealer’s service department 
to have the battery recharged, and 
Mr. McCormack was loaned anoth- 
er Dodge truck for making his de- 
livefies that day. This truck, how- 
ever, was not equipped with Sta- 


bitators and being accustomed to 
driving a stabilated truck, Mr. 
McCormack broke fifteen to 


twenty dozen eggs before his day's 
deliveries were attended to. This 
further convinced him of the para- 
mount virtues of the stabilator as 
a recoil check.
